Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Takin' it to the Limit 8 Hooked on Crack! 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick Takin’ it to the Limit 8 Hooked on Crack! features a number of images of naked 
and semi naked females in addition to twelve images of explicit sexual activity. The background 
image is repeated across the majority of the slick, and stands out as being particularly degrading, 
dehumanising, and demeaning in terms of the conduct it presents and the way it portrays the 
female concerned. The depiction shows a female hanging from the ceiling from a harness which 
appears to provide her with little support. The woman, who is visible from behind, has her legs 
spread and does not appear to be in a position of control. She is flanked by two men. The impact 
of this scene is enhanced by other degrading, dehumanising and demeaning images on the slick. 

It has been determined that si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) applies 
to this particular publication. However, by virtue of the way the publication deals with matters of 
sex, this publication would be likely to be classified under s23 of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 Act as objectionable. The Classification Office considers this 
a reasonable limit, as outlined in s5 of the NZBR Act. 

In view of the extent and degree to which the video slick presents physical conduct of a degrading, 
dehumanising, and demeaning nature, and degrades, dehumanises, and demeans a woman, and 
the intended purpose of the slick as promotional material, the Classification Office finds that the 
availability of the video slick is likely to be injurious to the public good. Therefore in accordance 
with regulation 28(3)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Regulations 1994 the video slick is 
not approved.
